Ned H. Dearborn, council pres­ 
ident, urged everyone to walk 
and drive safely. He added: 
“Don t let us sit in an office 
and predict with tragic accuracy 
how many will be killed in holi­ 
day crashes. 
“We cordially invite you to 
start the New Year by making a 
bum out of the National Safety 
Council and its preholiday esti­ 
mate.’’

A recent survey shows that

when it crashed and rolled over 
Into a pond. Gormley went to West­ 
m inster Monday to see the car 
which had been hauled into town. 
He said it is a complete loss. He 
placed the value of the dam age at 
$360.

Four To Hospital 
The Griffie car then swerved up 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
Biglerville Hardware Store and the 
Heller car was driven about 60 feet 
further on the street. 
Mr. Heller suffered fractures of 
the left fourth rib and the second 
right rib. Mrs. Heller had a con­ 
tusion of the chest and fractures 
of the left fourth and fifth ribs. 
The couple was brought to the 
W arner Hospital here by a passing 
motorist. 
Griffie suffered lacerations of the 
scalp, right eye and chin, a fractured 
nose and abrasions of the knee.

th at the county may be required to 
enlarge Its court house within a 
few years. 
The problem of record storage 
has become increasingly acute with 
each passing year. The commission­ 
ers said some records cannot be 
removed to other storage apace un­ 
less microfilm copies are available. 
Also being discussed is the question 
of turning the now unused coal bin 
a t tile court house into a new vault, 
for keeping official document* The 
coal bin has been been used since 
the court house furnace was con­ 
verted to oil several years ago. 
Offices Cramped For Space 
The register and recorder's office 
with 208 deed books now on file will 
/won find itself in need of expansion. 
Microfilming would permit the re­ 
moval of some of the older deed 
books to another storage place, ac­ 
cording to the discussion this morn­ 
ing. The prothonotary's office and 
the clerk of court’s office were also 
reported as becoming crowded for 
apace. 
There has been some discussion of 
the possibility of adding an annex to 
th* Court Ilouac, which would in­ 
volve purchase of additional prop­ 
erty on Baltimore Bt., and construc­ 
tion of a building that would about 
double the size of the present Court 
House.

The Pennsylvania State Grange- 
for years a vocal rural opponent 
to increased truck weights- formal­ 
ly withdrew Its opposition at this 
year's annual convention.

TAKE COURT PIX 
TO TEST BAN 


GREENSBURG, Pa. Uh — Two 
newspapers have taken and pub­ 
lished pictures made in the West­ 
moreland 
County courthouse so 
that they may make a test of a 
ban against such action.

Another special message will be 
sent to Capitol Hill Jan. 13, the 
little White House announced, out­ 
lining a program of increased pay 
and benefits for members of the 
armed services. 
The second message will also 
deal with the new reserve program 
outlined recently by Secretary of 
Defense Wilson. 
Means Rate Hike 
Jam es C. Hagerty, White House 
press secretary, told reporters the 
proposals for civil service pay in­ 
creases 
and 
adjustment 
of Job 
classifications would add about 202 
million dollars a year to present 
payroll costs. 
This figure is about 5 per cent 


of the present payroll for classified 
civil service workers, he said. 
Hagerty did not provide any fig­ 
ures on the increases being con­ 
sidered for employes of the Pos 
Office Department and members o: 
the armed forces 
He did say, however, that the 
administration st.ll feels that any 
increases for postal workers should 
come from increased postal rates, 
and that any legislation would in­ 
clude provision for such hikes. 
Basic $125 Jump 
Hagerty declined to say whether 
Eisenhower w’ould recommend a 
! one-cent increase in the rate for 
first class mail, bringing the sealed 
I letter rate to four cents. Congress 
! balked at this last year. 
Elsenhower vetoed a pay hike 


J bill for civil service and postal 
workers last August because it did 
I not contain provision for postal 
rate increases. 
Hagerty said the civil service 
and postal recommendations this 
year would not be linked in one 
bill. 
As now drafted, the recommen­ 
dations provide for a minimum 
increase of $125 a year for civil 
service workers in the grade of 
GS I and a maximum of $800 a 
year in the top grades.
